In ‘66 Proposal 


A preliminary budget which 
calls for no tax rate increase 
and which will leave the Upland 
schools with a sound reserve of 
approximately $320,000 was 
submitted to the Board of Trus- 
tees by Supt.-Elect Vern Orum, 
Tuesday night. 

The projected reserve for 
July 1 on the proposed budget 
of almost $2-1/2 millions would 
be about $15,000 higher than 
that of last year. 

Biggest increase in the pre- 
liminary budget of that submit- 
ted last year was for instruc- 
tion $1,889,211 for the 1966-67 
school year as compared to $1,- 
721,073 last year. 

Paring down expenses to the 
bone wherever possible and in- 
creased revenue from various 
sources makes the overall 
budget and reserve projectory 
sound, Orum told the Trustees. 
A $11,000 cutback was made in 
administration. 

In the revenue department, 
basic and equalization aid is 
expected to increase about $48,- 
000 to the district, but the big- 
gest gain will come from local 
sources -=- secured taxes -- 
anticipated this year is $809,000 
as compared to $744,504 during 
the past school year. 

SUPT. BLECT ORUM said 
that a portion of the reserve 
might be whittled by such ur- 
gent needs as classes for emoe- 
tionally handicapped pupils, a 
program of musical instrument 
upkeep and the addition of a 
nurse. He estimates that this 
would approximate the $15,000 
mark for all three. 

The preliminary budget is 
$2,482,500 as against $2,445,- 
345 for the past year which ine 
cluded a net revenue deficit of 
$83,916 which has been wiped 
out during the year.

In The November Elections 


(CNS) The Board of Super- 
visors Monday approved the 
purchase of 4,800 vote count- 
ing machines at a cost of $1,- 
020,480, The devices will be 
available for the November 
elections. 

According t© a report bj 
Board Chairman Ross Dana, the 
decision to purchase the 
electro - mechanical system, 
developed by IBM, was made 
after a years study of all the 
vote tabulating equipment that 
has so far been approved by 
the State, 

In his report Dana said, ‘*We 
have found that a number of 
the systems are not practical 
for use throughout the County 
due to the large territory and 
the remoteness of many small 
isolated precincts. In our opin- 
lon, some of the systems are 
highly practical for the metro- 
politan or incorporated areas 
only. 

“The Committee has com- 
pleted its study and is nowpre- 
pared to recommend to the 
Board of Supervisors, the pur- 
chase of the IBM Votomatic 
Voting System, inasmuch as 
this system most nearly fills 
all the specific requirements 
and unique needs of the County.’’ 

DANA WAS ALSO the chair- 
man of the committee that made 
the survey of all the available 
vote counting devices. The other 
members of the Committee 
were, Supervisor Paul J. Young, 
Administrative Officer Robert 
Covington, County Counsel 
Stanford Herlick, and Registrar 
of Voters, Mrs. Eleanor Felton. 


Mrs. Felton stated that the 
new system would speed up the 
vote counting procedure so that 
all the returns will be available 
within 4-1/2 hours after the 


polls close,

She said that in the past, 
complete returns were not a- 
vailable unti] the following day. 
She said that with the help of 
the present Data Processing 


equipment in her office, the 
new system will be able to 
count up to 30,000 ballots in 
an hour. 

The report also noted that 


the most important factor for 
the rate of speed in tabulating 
the results will be determined 
by the time required to trans- 
port ballots from the outlying 
precincts. 

“The speed of transporting 
ballots controls the speed of 
the tabulation. However, anim. 
portant factor here ts tn that the 
first returns are the final of- 
ficial canvass and the need for 
a semi-official canvass is e- 
liminated,’’ the report said. 

It added, ‘'The voting habits 
of the electorate will need tobe 
changed from marking a con- 
ventional paper ballot with a 
rubber stamp, to punching a 
card with a stylus. Due to the 
large territory involved in the 
County, implementation of the 
system will require a large 
scale voter education program. 
The IBM Corporation wil] help 
ease this problem by providing, 
without cost, voter education 
films,.’’ 

A SUPPLEMENTAL report 
from Covington on the cost and 
financing of the system, said 
that each of the devices cost 
$222.50.Mrs. Felton said that 
4,000 of the machines, plus 800 
demonstration models will be 
required. 

The device, as designed for 
this county, is a self-contained 
voting booth with folding legs. 

‘Were the county to pay the 


unit price for the equipment, the 
cost would be $1,068,000," the 
report said. ‘‘However, be- 
cause of the volume, the com- 
pany has set a price fcr out- 
right purchase of $936,000. 

“Since this would involve an 
abnormal increase in our budget 
and reflect on the property tax 
for this next year, it is recom- 
mended that an alternative plan 
be used, which is acceptable to 
the company. 

‘“"This would provide for a 
five-year plan at 4 per cent in- 
terest, with the first payment to 
become due on December 1, 
1966, for a total purchase price 
of $1,020,000 plus an estimated 
freight cost of $7,200,” 

According to the plan the pay- 


ment schedule will be as 
follows: 

December 1, 1966 $228,480 
December 1, 1967 $208,800 
December 1, 1968 $201,600 
December 1, 1969 $194,400 
December 1, 1970 $187,200 


The report from Covington 
adds, ‘‘Even the $228,480 which 
would be due under this plan on 
Dec. 1, 1966 would have some 
effect on the tax rate, but, the 
use of the Votomatic will re- 
sult in substantial savings in 
the cost of conducting elections. 

‘Estimates prepared by IBM 
and coordinated with the regis- 
trar of voters indicate a poten- 
tial savings in the November 
1966 election alone of $99,483. 
There are some other intangible 
savings that may result in ad- 
dition to those that cannot be 
estimated accurately at this 
time,’’ the report added, 

Covington, however, said that 
the number of precinct workers 
needed at the polling places 
would be greatly reduced, and 


thus there would be financial 
saving on the payment to these 
workers.

Dear Mr. Alder: 

Pursuant to our conversation 
of last week, we take pleasure 
in submitting our proposal to 
act as your financing consul. 
tant in connection with the ac- 
quisition and improvement of 
your contemplated golf course, 
AS suggested, we shall set forth 
our approach to both lease-back 
and authority financing. 

We would propose to be em. 
ployed as financing consultant 
to the city under a contract that 
could, at the city’s discretion, 
be transferred to the non-profit 
corporation or to the building 
authority, 


Under this type of financing 
we would render, among other 
services, the following: 

1, Assemble, review and ana- 
lyze all available financial, en- 
Gineering, legal and economic 
data and information which may 
have a bearing on the program 
for financing the proposed golf 
course project. 

2. Aid the city in making ap- 
plication for any federal or state 
funds which may be available as 
contributions to the financing of 
the project.

Underground In ‘66 


Most of the Euclid Avenue 
drivers who make the north 


south trip from two to four 
times a day probally haven’t 
noticed it, but Upland has been 
the center of a tremenduous 
construction project. 

Most of the excavation has 
been on Second Avenue and be- 
low Eighth Street---and it all 
has but a single purpose «- to 
remove the utility poles from 
Euclid Avenue, as far south as 
the Freeway approach and as 
far north as Arrow Highway-- 
this year. 

Just how much this project 
will cost Southern California 
Edison and General Telephone 
is hard to say~-but it will run 
ug into hundreds of thousands 
of Gollars. 

Two contractors for Southern 
California are about midway on 
their jobs--it will require an- 
other two weeks of excavation 
and duct laying and then SEC 
electricians come in on the 
wiring phase.

The Upland NEWS, The Montclair 
TRIBUNE and the Cucamonga 
NEWS were awarded three top 
prizes in the Twin Counties Press 
Club annual contest for 1965. 

THE MOST COVETED award was 
the General Newspaper Editorial 
Citation for all dailies and weeklies 
in San Bernardino and Riverside 
Counties. 

Although presented in the name
